We reserve the right to reject any bid, to determine the opening 
price, to set bidding increments, to vary the order of the auction, to 
reopen bidding in the case of a dispute, to withdraw any lot, to bid on 
behalf of CNG, to bid on behalf of the consignor, and to permit the 
consignor to bid on his own lots. CNG may loan or advance money 
to consignors or prospective bidders, and may have an interest other 
than commission charges in any lot.

All claims of misdescription and all 
claims of return, except claims regarding authenticity, must be made 
within 5 days of receipt of material. Any claim of lack of authenticity 
must be made in writing by the original purchaser immediately after 
discovery that an item is not authentic, and upon making such a claim 
the original purchaser must immediately return the lot to CNG in the 
same condition as at the time of the auction. Coins that have been 
encapsulated (“slabbed”) by a grading and/or authentication service 
may not be returned for any reason, including authenticity, if they 
have been removed from the encapsulation (“slab”).

Payment may be made by check or bank wire. Credit cards (Visa 
or MasterCard) will be accepted; credit card payments will not be 
accepted more than 14 days after the sale date.

Tarentum Allies with Pyrrhos Against Rome

Fischer-Bossert G39 (V35/R39); Vlasto 37; HN Italy 983; Gulbenkian 40 = Jameson 2393; Dewing 181; Hunterian 22 (all 
from the same dies). Near EF, toned, well centered and struck. Extremely rare, only eight coins listed by Fischer-Bossert, four 
of which are in museums, making this the ninth known example and the fifth in private hands. ($30,000) 


This issue from Tarentum was struck during the time of Pyrrhos of Epeiros’s campaigns in Italy. In the early 3rd century BC, the Tarentines 
were at war with the Romans. To defeat their superior enemies, they decided that they needed the help of a powerful ally (Pausanias 1.12.1). 
So they sought the help of Pyrrhos, who crossed the Adriatic Sea in 280 BC. According to Pausanias, his reasons for joining the war were 
threefold. For one, the Tarentines had assisted him in his war with Korkyra, sending their fleet to augment Pyrrhos’ forces. Secondly, Pyrrhos 
was enticed by the assertion of the Tarentine envoys that the land of Italy was prosperous and bountiful. The final, and perhaps most important, 
reason was that Pyrrhos “remembered the capture of Troy, which he took to be an omen of his success in the war, as he was a descendant of 
Achilles making war upon a colony of Trojans” (Pausanias 1.12.1). 


Plutarch relates a wonderful anecdote that as Pyrrhos was deciding whether or not to help the Tarentines, he was counseled by his advisor 
Kineas (Plutarch, Pyrrhus, 14.2-7). Kineas asked his ruler what they should do if they succeed in conquering the Romans, and Pyrrhos replied 
that they would then conquer all of Italy. When asked by Kineas, “What then?’”, Pyrrhos replied that he would then move on to capture Sicily. 
The conversation proceeded in this way, until Pyrrhos said that they would eventually conquer the entire world. Kineas then asked what they 
should do once all of their foes were vanquished, to which Pyrrhos said, “We shall be much at ease, and we’ll drink bumpers, my good man, 
every day, and we’ll gladden one another’s hearts with confidential talks” (14.6). Finally Kineas’s point became clear when he said, “Then 
what stands in our way now if we want to drink bumpers and while away the time with one another? Surely this privilege is ours already, and 
we have at hand, without taking any trouble, those things to which we hope to attain by bloodshed and great toils and perils, after doing much 
harm to others and suffering much ourselves” (14.7). Though this logic made him uneasy, Pyrrhos continued with his expedition to Italy. 


Though Pyrrhos was successful in his battles against Rome, the losses he sustained diminished his forces to the extent that he could not 
capitalize on his victories, so he was eventually forced to retreat back to Greece. This situation of tactical victory at a crippling cost is to what 
the expression “Pyrrhic victory” refers. Appropriately, after his victory over Rome at the battle of Asculum in 279 BC, Pyrrhos remarked, “If 
we are victorious in one more battle with the Romans, we shall be utterly ruined” (Plutarch, Pyrrhus, 21.9).

This drachm was struck during the golden age of Sicilian numismatic art, when masters such as Euainetos and Kimon were at the height of 
their skill. Some of these masters exhibited their work on various issues at Katane, and Mirone lists two series of drachms during this time, 
from dies by Choirion and Euainetos, some of which were even signed. Nearly all of the very rare drachms of this type are struck from dies of 
these two engravers. Years after Mirone’s work, though, a drachm was published in the Lloyd Collection (catalog no. 906), which was struck 
from unsigned dies, but closely resembled the style of the Katane tetradrachms whose dies were engraved by Prokles. Notable details of this 
style are the double exergue line on the obverse, the upright posture of the charioteer, the positioning of the legs of the horses, and the style 
of the hair of Amenanos. Over the years, a few more specimens have come to light that exhibit these same characteristics; clearly all of these 
drachms are from the work of the same master celator. Incidentally, the absence of the city ethnic here is not unusual during this period; one 
drachm of Choirion (Mirone 67), and some of the tetradrachms engraved by each of the masters likewise lack this element.

By the middle of the 5th century BC, the situation in Sicily prefigured much later developments in Renaissance Italy, where local princes 
engaged in continual warfare among themselves, while employing the services of the finest contemporary artists and craftsmen. Wars required 
significant amounts of coinage to hire mercenaries, and the increasing cultural sophistication of the courts encouraged artistic experimentation 
— the result was the patronizing of some of the most talented coin engravers in history. In Syracuse and surrounding cities, the anonymous 
“Demareteion Master” and the “Maestro della foglia” were followed by their students and successors - Choirion, Euainetos, Eumenos, 
Exakestidas, Herakleidas - all of whom proudly signed their works. These masters developed new ways of viewing the world through art, 
breaking the static forms developed in Archaic and early Classical art, thereby developing new methods of portraying motion and life in 
miniature. The silver tetradrachm was the preferred denomination for such expression, providing a sufficient canvas upon which these artists 
had free-range to play. At Syracuse, these artists infused the standard typology - the victorious charioteer and the head of Arethusa - with a 
vigorous lifelike quality that stands among the finest works of numismatic art. The chariot scene was transformed from a two-dimensional 
view to a dynamic three-dimensional perspective, with the horses arrayed in a manner to give the viewer the impression that the horses are 
emerging from the field. On the reverse, the previously stoic and sedate profile of Arethusa was now imbued with an individuality. Although 
her adornments varied in the way her hair was kept and the kind of earrings she wore, the vitality of her countenance now offered a radiant 
immortality.

Akanthos was situated on the Chalcidike near the point where the Akte peninsula joins the mainland. In early 480 BC, Xerxes used the city as 
a stepping stone in his invasion of Greece by employing the citizens of Akanthos in the construction of the canal across the Athos Peninsula 
(Her. 7. 22-24; 7.115.1; 7.117). 


The name “Akanthos” comes from a type of plant that inhabits the Mediterranean. Naming a city after a plant was not uncommon in the ancient 
world; for example, the city of Selinos was named after the selinos plant, the leaf of which also provided the main symbol on that city’s coin. 


The use of the lion attacking a bull scene on the coinage of Akanthos was a very popular motif in the ancient world, originating in the ancient 
Near East. Willy Hartner (“The Earliest History of the Constellations in the Near East and the Motif of the Lion-Bull Combat,” Journal of Near 
Eastern Studies 24 [1965], pp. 1-16), identified the earliest depiction of this type on a prehistoric Elamite seal impression dating from the fourth 
millennium BC. He argued that the image originally referred to an astronomical event involving the Zodiac constellations of Leo and Taurus. 


The lion and the bull are among the earliest figures to appear on coinage - the mid-6th century BC coinage of the Lydians is the best example 
of this usage. Already by this time, however, the lion attack motif was in use in mainland Greece. There is a wonderful near-contemporary 
Attic black-figure tripod in the manner of the KY Painter in the National Archaeological Museum in Athens (Accession Number 12688) also 
depicting a lion attacking a bull, showing the wide popularity of the image. 


These two coins from Akanthos show subtle variations between the Eastern and Western takes on this classic scene. The first coin, dating to 
500-480 BC, shows the traditionally Western style. The lion looks much more realistic and life-like, as if based on something one would see 
in real life. This can be seen most clearly in the heads and legs of the two beasts. Compare this to a marble relief dating to the late 6th century 
BC found near the Olympeion at Athens that also shows this scene (Metropolitan Museum of Art, Accession Number 42.11.35). It is clear that 
the same artistic school of thought influenced the artists in both the case of the coin and the relief. The second coin, dating to 480-470 BC, 
looks very different. Not only is the flan larger, showing the influence of other classical-era coins, but the engraving of the lion attack is more 
Orientalized. This is clearly the result of Persian influence following Xerxes’ invasion of Greece. According to Herodotus, “When Xerxes came 
to Acanthus, he declared the Acanthians his guests and friends, and gave them Median clothing, praising them for the zeal with which he saw 
them furthering his campaign, and for what he heard of the digging of the canal” (7.116.1). One can compare this coin to the famous relief at 
Persepolis. Both the relief and this coin depict the scene using more pellets than the fluid-like archaic depiction. The mane on both animals, as 
well as their legs, show much bolder joints and lines.

It is rare in numismatic art that the quality of engraving approaches the artistic impression of major sculpture. The present coin, along with the 
few other known examples of the “Parthenon Group” within the Amphipolis coinage, represents perhaps our closest approach in numismatics 
to the finest art of classical Athens. 


The Thracian city of Enna Hodoi (“Nine Roads”) on the Strymon River was conquered and re-founded by Athens in 437/6 and was re-named 
Amphipolis. The Athenian colonists were led by Perikles’ close friend Hagnon, son of Nikias. While Athens continued to issue coins that were 
the recognized standard trade currency of the eastern Mediterranean, with the traditional designs and style that had come to be widely accepted, 
the colony of Amphipolis was not so constrained by convention in the style of its coinage, and produced coins that come closest to representing 
in miniature the artistic style of Athenian sculpture of the period. 


The coinage of Amphipolis has long been admired by numismatists. Catherine C. Lorber published her magisterial study of the city’s coinage 
in 1990, building upon the work of generations of numismatists, most notably the eminent Germans Kurt Regling and Willy Schwabacher. In 
her corpus, Lorber was able to publish a total of 112 known tetradrachms struck during the city’s autonomous period from 370/69-354/3 BC 
and to organize them chronologically with great precision. 


The present coin falls into Lorber’s Parthenon Group (Group N), and is struck from her die combination 42, with obverse die 23 and reverse 
die 33. The only coin previously known from this die pairing is the Berlin specimen (Lorber 42a). One other coin is also known from the same 
obverse die, but a different reverse die: Lorber 43a = Leu 81 (16 May 2001), lot 158. That coin, also featured on the cover of Lorber’s corpus, 
was described by the Leu cataloguer as “the most beautiful of all the facing-head tetradrachms of Amphipolis and one of the prettiest of all 
ancient Greek coins.” 


The present coin, despite its serene beauty, emanates from a moment of great turmoil in Amphipolis. Philip II of Macedon declared war on 
the city early in 357 BC. The anti-Macedonian party, in desperation, dispatched a legation to Athens to ask for help. Athens refused the offer 
for reasons that are not entirely clear today. Philip promptly placed Amphipolis under siege and — aided by allies within the city — breached 
the walls and captured the city late in 357 BC. The coins of the Parthenon Group can be precisely dated to the time of these events (Lorber p. 
52-53). 


This series of Amphipolis’ coinage is called the Parthenon Group because the obverse head is inspired by the seated Apollo of the east frieze 
of the Parthenon (Lorber p. 20 and fig. 63). Lorber notes that the first two dies in the series (O20 and O21) are faithful to their sculptural 
prototype, but the following two dies (O22 and O23 — this obverse) are “freer and more individual” (Lorber p. 28). Lorber suggests that the 
reference on the coinage to a famous sculpture created by Phidias in the 430’s BC — harkening back to the city’s re-foundation by Perikles in 
437/6 BC — reflects pro-Athenian feeling at a critical moment when Amphipolis desperately sought Athens’ military assistance. Philip, while he 
retained the Parthenon reference following his victory, introduced a subtle change to a “freer and more individual” style of Apollo head and at 
the same time changed the ethnic on the coinage from the Ionic form (AM®IHIOAITEQN) to the Attic form (AM®ITIOAITQN), reflecting 
the administrative language of the Macedonian kingdom and the language that Philip used on his royal coinage (Lorber p. 53). 


This coin, one of 13 known tetradrachms of the Parthenon Group and one of only five in private ownership, represents the magnificent tradition 
of classical Athenian art, and, at the same time, reflects the rising power of Macedon. 


We wish to thank Dr. Bernhard Weisser, of the Berlin Miinzkabinett, for graciously enabling us to study the present coin in comparison with 
Berlin’s extraordinary collection of Amphipolis tetradrachms, including the only known die duplicate of this coin.

Although this type is unpublished, cf. McClean 7312 for a hemiobol with the same obverse type, and a reverse with K-A flanking a grape bunch 
that E.S.G. Robinson attributed to Kapsa. The Hermes and wine related types are, individually, quite common in the Thraco-Macedonian 
region, but except for this coin and the McClean hemiobol, are not found together. Epigraphically, it is attractive to suggest an attribution to 
Kallatis or Kabyle, where Hermes is often used on bronze coins, but wine related types are not found on the coins of either city. On the other 
hand, the city of Kapsa is thought to have been located north of Mende on the Thermaic gulf (Herodotus VII, 123), an area well known for 
its wine production — wine motifs figure prominently on the coinage of Mende, as well as other cities in the Chalkidike. The combination of 
Hermes with wine also has a Dionysiac reference — while an infant, Dionysos was given into the charge of Hermes by Zeus. Motifs associated 
with Dionysos are also prominently displayed on coins in the Chalkidike. The association of the Hermes and the wine-related types with 
Dionysos also serves as a link between these coins and the mule/incuse coinage attributed to Kapsa, which have a KA inscribed on their 
reverses (cf. SNG ANS 228; Traité I 1628). In sum, the combination of these types and the legend KA strongly suggest that Robinson’s 
attribution of these later issues to Kapsa is correct.

This coin is anew denomination associated with the kantharos group of Alexander type gold, for which distaters, staters, and hemistaters were 
previously known (Price 167-9). An 1/8 stater is known for the thunderbolt group (Price 163-6). The control mark for each group, thunderbolt 
and kantharos, respectively, replaced Nike as the reverse type on the 1/8 staters, probably as a consequence of the constraints of the small 
space on the dies.

After the defeat of Perseus at the battle of Pydna in 168 BC, the Romans divided Macedonia into four separate autonomous administrative 
regions (merides). The first region (IIPQ2TES) lay east of the Strymon with its capital at Amphipolis, the second (AEYTEPA®) between 
the Strymon and Axios with its capital at Thessalonica, the third between the Axios and Peneos with its capital at Pella, and the fourth 
(TETAPTH2) included most of Upper Macedonia with its capital at Heraclea Lynci. These four regions only lasted until 148 BC when the 
country was finally united to constitute a Roman Province and proceeded to issue coins under the authority of its legatus pro praetore. 


Livy informs us that initially all commerce between the regions, exploitation of the silver and gold mines and the importation of salt were 
forbidden. Almost all the coinage of this period is struck in the name of the first region and runs parallel to the mass coinages of Thasos and 
Maroneia from about 158 BC. The first region was the most prolific in its coin issues, striking huge issues of tetradrachms and bronze. The 
second region had only two issues of tetradrachms and the fourth had only two issues of bronzes. Coins from these two regions are very rare 
today. No coinage is known from the third region.

Jason and the Argonauts

Jason was the son of Aison, king of Thessaly. When Aison’s half-brother, Pelias, overthrew Aison and seized the kingdom, he sought out all 
of Aison’s progeny for destruction. Fortuitously, Jason was spared and spent his youth in the Thessalian countryside, where he grew to young 
manhood under the tutelage of the great centaur Chiron (who also tutored Achilles). In the meantime, it had been prophesied to Pelias that he 
would be destroyed by a man wearing one sandal. On his way to Iolchos to claim his throne, Jason lost one of his sandals in the river Anauros 
while helping an aged woman (the goddess Hera in disguise) across it. Arriving at the city, he demanded the throne from Pelias who, in turn, 
said he would relinquish it on one condition — that Jason successfully bring back the Golden Fleece from where it was at the edge of the world 
in the kingdom of Kolchis. To do this, Jason called together all the great heroes of his day, including Herakles, to assist him, and had built a 
special vessel for the voyage, the Argo. 


Arriving at Kolchis after a series of adventures, he demanded the Fleece from its king, Aietes, the son of the god Helios and brother of the 
witch Kirke. Aietes responded that he would hand over the Fleece only after Jason performed a series of three supposedly impossible tasks. To 
accomplish them, Jason had the assistance of Aietes’ young daughter, Medea, who, like Kirke was also a witch. After Jason, with the help of 
Medea (who, by now, had “fallen in love” with Jason), had taken the Golden Fleece, Aietes plotted to take his revenge and pursued the young 
couple as they fled in the Argo. To hedge against this, Medea had taken her younger brother, Apsyrtos, as hostage. As Aietes drew closer in 
pursuit, Jason and Medea distracted him by dismembering Aspyrtos and throwing parts of his body overboard. By causing Aietes to stop to 
collect them, the lovers were able to escape. 


Back in Iolchos, Pelias, thinking that Jason would never have been successful, hesitated to relinquish his throne. Medea then devised a way to 
remove the old king and give Jason the throne. Restoring a dismembered old sheep to its youthful appearance, she convinced the daughters of 
Pelias that their aged father could be restored to his youth if they likewise dismembered him and applied Medeas’ sorcery. The daughters gladly 
chopped Pelias to bits, but Medea secretly withheld the necessary magical herbs, causing the restoration of the king to fail. 


After becoming king, Jason soon tired of Medea. In order to strengthen his political position, he sought to put aside Medea, take the children 
of their union, and marry the daughter of the king of Corinth. To avenge herself, Medea did not slay Jason directly, but killed him by making 
him a pariah with no hope of descendants; she not only slew the king of Corinth and his daughter, but she slew her own children with her own 
hands. Afterward, lonely and disconsolate, Jason fell asleep under the stern of the Argo. Now old and in disrepair, a rotten beam fell from the 
ship upon Jason, killing him.

In 373/2 BC, an earthquake destroyed the great Temple of Apollo at Delphi. Although reconstruction on the site commenced, the Phokian 
occupation of the sanctuary during the Sacred War of 355-346 BC prevented any full-scale work from occurring. In 338/6 BC, the Amphiktionic 
League decided to melt down the coinage comprising the temple treasury and mint a new series of coinage that would be used to finance a full 
reconstruction project. This new series comprised staters, drachms, and hemidrachms, whose types reflected the two sanctuaries controlled by 
the Amphiktionic League: the Temple of Apollo at Delphi and the Temple of Demeter at Anthela (near Thermopylai). The obverse of the staters 
depicts a left-facing head of Demeter, wearing a veil and grain-ear wreath in her traditional guise as the goddess of grain and fertility. On the 
reverse, Apollo is seated in a contemplative manner on an omphalos, holding a laurel branch and resting his elbow on a kithara. The omphalos, 
kithara, and laurel branch each recall a significant aspect of Apollo’s mythology, with the omphalos signifying his oracular seat at Delphi, the 
kithara his dominion over music, and the laurel (1) 6&@vn) his personal badge, the result of his unrequited love for the nymph Daphne.

The historical context of the Athenian dekadrachms, as well as concomitant tetradrachms and didrachms of the same class, has been the matter 
of extended debate. Much of the early confusion stems from a passage in Herodotos, who said that Athens paid ten drachms to each of its 
citizens for surpluses from the Laurion mines (7.144.1). Although this passage appeared to provide easy historical evidence for the dekadrachm 
issue, not every scholar was convinced. It was Ernest Beulé who was the first to raise the chronological question of the issue, and from whom 
all subsequent research stemmed. Taken in context, the passage in Herodotos would place such an issue shortly after the victory at Marathon 
in 490 BC, a date that was accepted for the dekadrachm issue by prominent early numismatists, Babelon (Traité II, col. 769-770) and Head 
(HN, pp. 370-371), but which subsequent scholarship has shown to be far too early. Although Gardner retained the 490 BC date of issue 
in keeping with Babelon (A History of Ancient Coinage, 700-300 BC, p. 162), he added to the discussion by recognizing that the Athenian 
dekadrachms were contemporary with those of Syracuse, which he identified with the Demareteia mentioned in the ancient sources and dated 
to the immediate period following the battle of Himera in 480 BC. Seltman, in his major work on the pre-Persian coinage of Athens, rejected 
Babelon’s conclusions. Yet, he also failed to put credence in the views of Gardner and subsequently placed the issue far too early, in the later 
480s BC. Almost immediately, this view came under fire. Robinson saw Salamis as the occasion for issue (NC [1924], pp. 338-340), and 
Regling, in his revised edition of Sallet’s Die antiken Miinzen, viewed the combined victories of Salamis and Plataiai as the occasion. It was 
Kraay (NC [1956], p. 55; ACGC, pp. 66-68) who, paying attention to the evidence of the hoards, noted that Seltman’s chronology was far too 
early; yet, he failed to convince his critics. Starr, whose own study of Athenian coinage also relied on the evidence of the hoards, confirmed 
some of what Kraay had argued, and suggested that the occasion for the issue of the dekadrachms was the battle near the river Eurymedon 
(circa 469/5 BC). The subsequent discovery of the Asyut Hoard (IGCH 1644) in 1968/9 and the Elmali Hoard (CH VIII, 48) in 1984, confirmed 
a mid-460s BC date. 


Various interpretations of the dekadrachms’ purpose have also been proposed. Although Fischer-Bossert suggests that the size of the issue 
indicates an economic, rather that ceremonial purpose, Head, much of whose work had formed the basis of dekadrachm scholarship, thought 
they were special, ceremonial issues struck at various times for “the personal gratification of Tyrants or Kings”, and were not part of the actual 
currency. As seen above, Starr’s survey of the Athenian coinage, and his confirmation of Kraay’s earlier conclusions, rejected this earlier 
conception. It seems clear that such an exceptional and compact issue must have served some special function. Recent scholars have focused 
on two key historical events during this period that could have produced sizable quantities of silver for this series: the battle of the Eurymedon 
River in 467 BC, where the resulting captured Persian booty was enormous and was attested to have been distributed (Plutarch, Vit. Cim. 
13.6-8), and the capture of Thasos and its mines in 463/2 BC, where the plunder is assumed to have been substantial (Plutarch, op. cit. 14.2). 


The dekadrachms stand apart from the typical Athenian coinage not only by their massive size, but the transformation of the reverse type 
from an owl in profile to one facing the viewer. One cannot fail to notice the power in such a portrayal, which clearly is a representation of 
the growing Athenian military might that produced the victory over the Persians at the Eurymedon River and the later capture of the bountiful 
Thasian mines.

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The New Style Coinage of Athens 


Around 165 BC, Athens introduced a new series of precious metal coinage. Colloquially called the “New Style Coinage” today, it represented 
a revolution in the coinage of Athens. Although it remained essentially an Athena/Owl type, this new coinage broke from the traditional, 
more archaic-style devices employed on the previous three centuries of Athenian coinage. The obverse now depicts the Athena Parthenos of 
Pheidias, wearing her triple-crested Attic helmet adorned on its visor with the foreparts of four or more horses, and a flying Pegasos on the 
bowl. On the reverse, the owl was now shown standing on a horizontal amphora, with an elaborate array of magistrates’ names, symbols, 
and other letters in the surrounding fields. The entirety of the reverse was enclosed within a large olive wreath. These new depictions were 
largely facilitated by the coins’ innovative flans that were far more broad, offering a larger canvas for the celator to fill. Unlike the previous 
two centuries, this coinage was produced on a large scale, as attested by its abundance in hoards. This uptick is generally attributed to Athens’ 
recovery of the port of Delos in 166 BC. As with the fifth century issues, this New Style Coinage became an important and respected coinage 
in international trade, being found today at sites throughout the Mediterranean area, and was also imitated at a number of cities. The series 
reached its apogee in the early first century BC, but went into steep decline following Sulla’s capture of Athens in the spring of 86 BC. Until 
then, the coins were produced in an unbroken annual sequence, but were now relegated to a few disconnected, sporadic issues that ultimately 
came to an end in the 40s BC.

While the identification of this creature, certainly of local significance, is unknown today, it has traditionally been referred to as “Phobos” 
or “Daimon.” In his catalog of the Gulbenkian collection, Jenkins sees an Egyptian or near-Eastern influence, while Bivar, in his article on 
Mithra (“Mithra and Mesopotamia,” Mithraic Studies [Manchester, 1975], pp. 275-89), suggests that the creature corresponds to the Mithraic 
Areimanios (Ahriman). One also may see an assimilation of the ubiquitous Persian lion-headed griffin, adapting the head, wings, and tail to a 
human body. Although some references note the head as being that of a wolf, other examples clearly show a mane that is directly influenced 
by the lion heads on the common early Lydian electrum, supporting Bivar’s (and others’) contention that it is a lion head. At the same time, the 
ear is not fully visible on most examples, but on some, such as the present piece, it clearly is that of a griffin (compare to its depiction on the 
coins of Teos and Abdera). The wings and posture of the creature are mythological archetypes, commonly found on displays of various deities 
and creatures on pottery and coins. An excellent example of an archaic representation of a local deity of Asia Minor.

Other than the literary tradition ascribing the origin of coinage to the kings of Lydia, there is little evidence for a more exact chronology of early 
Greek coinage. The tradition, buttressed by limited archaeological studies, does confirm Asia Minor as the place of origin, most likely Lydia or 
Ionia, and a date somewhere around 650-625 BC. The alloy used, a mixture of gold and silver known to the Greeks as elektron was based on 
the natural ore found in nugget form in many riverbeds in the region. The earliest coins were of a globular shape and without design in imitation 
of this natural form; later, simple striated and punched patterns of squares, rectangles, and swastikas were included. The earliest true types may 
have developed from the use of personal seals, the most widely known being the stater of Ephesos with a stag bearing the inscription “I am a 
seal of Phanes’’. These devices later took on the characteristics of civic symbols, although it would be dangerous to link a specific symbol to a 
particular city in this early period. The most secure form of classification has been by weight standard, based on two major, and several lesser- 
used, standards. The Milesian standard, with a stater of roughly 14 grams, saw circulation in Lydia and parts of Ionia. The Phokaic standard of 
roughly 16 grams was also used in Ionia as well as Mysia. Persic, Aeginetan, and Euboic standards saw scattered use in early coinage, limited 
in time and extent of circulation. The intrinsic value of the early electrum, even down to the 1/96 stater, was too high for use in everyday 
commerce, and early coinage must have been used only for the transfer of large sums of money, such as mercantile transactions, payment of 
government expenses (mercenaries, tribute and such), and donatives, either for services rendered to individuals or the state, or to religious 
foundations. The Artemision deposits, hoards of early electrum found at the site of the temple of Artemis at Ephesos, are examples of the latter.

The following seven coins represent a new and unpublished early electrum series. We have decided to present all the available coins together 
in order to facilitate study of the design elements and of the different dies and punches. The series was struck in five denominations, with four 
represented here: stater, 1/3 stater (trite), 1/12 stater (hemihekte), and 1/24 stater. For the 1/6 stater (hekte), see Gorny & Mosch 190, lot 251. 


Like a number of the other earliest known figural electrum coins, the design is engraved in dies that seem already to have had a striated pattern. 
Cf. Weidauer 10-14 (Milesian standard series with goat on striated background) and Triton VIII, lots 443-446 (Milesian standard series with 
confronted lion head and human male bust on a striated background). Like those series, the present coins also vary in their reverses according 
to denomination: the stater has a long central incuse flanked by two small square incuses, the trite has just the two small square incuses, and 
the smaller denominations have a single incuse. Altogether, the seven coins have 10 square incuses produced by four different punches. Three 
different obverse dies are represented. The stater and two of the trites are struck from the same obverse die (and the same two square punches). 
The other trite is struck from a different die and also one different square punch. The hekte and the five smaller coins (1/12 and 1/24) seem all 
to be struck from a single obverse die which, however, is different from those employed for the larger denominations. On their reverses, one of 
the punches used for the hekte was the punch used on all of the 1/12 staters, while the punch of the 1/24 was not used elsewhere. Interestingly, 
both the obverse die and common reverse punch of the hekte display the greatest amount of wear. 


Despite the fact that we have seven coins here plus the Gorny & Mosch examples to compare, the actual design elements are indistinct. There 
seems clearly to be a central goat head arising out of the back of a larger animal. We think immediately of a chimaera. Although the head of 
the larger animal is not well defined on any of the specimens, the two front legs are quite clear on several of the pieces. Most perplexing is the 
rear of the monster, which is seen to be rather long and relatively thin (this is especially clear on one of the trites), without any indication of 
hind legs. It seems just possible that the rear of the monster might end in a fish tail rather than legs. We can hope that additional examples of 
this enigmatic series may come to light to enable us to gain a clearer understanding of what seems to be a remarkable design.

Samos was famous in the ancient world for being the home of the Heraion, a temple to Hera. Vergil tells us that Hera loved Samos “second 
best” to Carthage (Aeneid, I.18). It can be argued that the designs on this coin relate to Hera, whose worship was obviously an important aspect 
of the culture of the island. 


The ox was a symbol of Hera going back to the earliest days of Greece. In the /liad she is often given the epithet of “ox-eyed.” Indeed, Io, the 
mythological daughter of a river-god and lover of Zeus, was a priestess of Hera. There is a ceramic red figure pot in the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts (Accession Number 08.417) depicting Io in the form of an ox. Oxen were not only representative of Hera but also apparently used 
in her worship. In the famous story in Herodotus, when Kroisos asks Solon who the happiest man in the world is, the second example Solon 
gives is Kleobis and Biton; “there was a festival of Hera in Argos, and their mother absolutely had to be conveyed to the temple by a team of 
oxen” (1.31.1). Cleobis and Biton proceeded to carry the cart themselves and get their mother to the temple in time. This anecdote suggests an 
important function of oxen in the rituals of Hera. 


Joan V. O’Brien, in her book, The Transformation of Hera: A Study of Ritual, Hero, and the Goddess in the Iliad (Lanham, MD, 1993), 
recognizes an early “ox goddess” in the region of Mycenae later identified as Hera (p. 144). We know that Hera was an important deity in the 
region of Mycenae because in the /liad she tells us, “The three cities that I love best of all are Argos and Sparta, Mycenae with streets as broad 
as Troy’s” (IV.60). It is with this in mind that we can see the significance of lions in relation to Hera, thereby explaining the obverse of this coin. 
The famed Lion Gate at Mycenae is thought to have possibly been a dedication to Hera. O’Brien argues that the symbolism on the Gate, which 
was constructed circa 1300 BC, suggests the importance of a sort of “goddess of vegetation, war, and sovereignty” (p. 164). It seems likely that 
this deity was an archaic precursor who was later identified as Hera. Therefore, the lions displayed so prominently on the Gate are supposed to 
represent Hera. Lions being used as symbols of Hera can be seen elsewhere. There is a famous vase in the Antikenmussen in Berlin (F 2536) 
showing the Judgment of Paris, in which the goddesses Aphrodite, Athena, and Hera, are all shown with identifying symbols; Aphrodite holds 
Eros and a myrtle leaf, Athena holds a spear and helmet, and Hera wears a crown and holds a miniature lion and staff. 


This coin is a superb example of this wonderfully symbolic series of coins. The island of Samos must have been very proud of its patron 


goddess, as these symbols of Hera, the lion and the ox, were the primary types used on almost all of its coinage over the course of the island’s 
ancient history.

As part of the Achaemenid Empire, Caria in the fourth century BC was under the rule of a family of semi-independent satraps known as the 
Hekatomnids after the dynasty’s founder, Hekatomnos. Born in Mylasa, Hekatomnos was appointed satrap of Caria by Artaxerxes II after the 
fall of Tissaphernes in 392/1 BC, and was later given control of Miletos in 386 BC. Interested in Hellenic culture (and possibly hedging his 
diplomatic bets), Hekatomnos sent his youngest son, Pixodaros, to Athens as part of a deputation; his older son, Maussolos, was bound by 
xenia, or guest friendship, with Agesilaus, king of Sparta. Hekatomnos struck the first coins for the Carian satrapy, copying the lion types of 
Miletos. His later issues introduced the type that would become the emblem of the dynasty, the figure of Zeus Labraundos, whose temple was 
near Mylasa. Hekatomnos died in 377/6 BC and was succeeded by Maussolos. 


At the time of Maussolos’ accession, Achaemenid power was weakened by the independence of Egypt and a revolt of the subject Kadusioi. As 
a result, the satraps of Asia Minor were able to exercise considerable independence; an opportunity of which Maussolos took full advantage. 
Moving the satrapal capital to Halikarnassos, he fortified the city and allowed its population to increase in size. As part of the civic building 
program, he constructed a massive tomb for himself near the city’s center. Known later as the Mausoleum, its size and elaborate decoration 
made it one of the Seven Wonders of the ancient world. In addition, Maussolos moved and refounded the Greek cities of Knidos, Erythrai, and 
Priene. His relations with the Persians took a downturn when he briefly joined the Great Satrap Revolt, a series of rebellions that continued 
to spring up in the Persian Empire throughout the 360s, all of which ultimately failed. For the remainder of his rule thereafter, Maussolos 
continued to act more or less independently, although he had to accept a Persian garrison in Halikarnassos. During the early years of his reign, 
a new obverse type, featuring the facing head of Apollo/Helios, was introduced. It became the standard obverse type for most of the Carian 
satrapal issues thereafter. Maussolos died in 353/2 BC, and was succeeded by his sister-wife, Artemisia.

The polis of Rhodes was created out of a synoecism of the cities of Ialysos, Kamiros, and Lindos in 408/7 BC, and immediately began to issue 
a series of coinage that endured until the Roman era. The rose was chosen as the perennial reverse type, a punning allusion to the city’s name. 
The obverse type was usually the head of Helios, the patron deity of the new polis, but occasionally the nymph Rhodos appeared. Until the 
end of the Rhodian series, these types adorned the coins, with a few exceptional issues that featured novel designs. The Chian standard was 
employed, although after a reduction in the late 340s, the standard is commonly called ‘Rhodian.’ The first issue of Rhodian coinage was a 
brief, yet large issue of tetradrachms, that stand among the finest pieces of Classical Greek numismatic art. On the obverse, the head of Helios 
is displayed in a nearly frontal position. Such facing head coins were not novel by this time, but the boldness of the design and the particularly 
high relief of the dies sets the Rhodian coinage apart from all others. Moreover, this facing head type remained the standard obverse type for 
most of the Rhodian issues. The tetradrachm was the primary denomination until the later 4th century, when the didrachm became preeminent. 
Both of these denominations were supplemented by a wide variety of fractions, in both silver and bronze, and the tetradrachm was also issued 
on occasion after the 4th century. Around 190 BC, the coinage system was completely reorganized, with the primary denomination being the 
drachm, struck on a standard called ‘plinthophoric’ for the square incuse around the reverse type (plinthos = brick or ingot). Gold coinage 
was issued on only very rare occasions, and not until the 2nd century BC. As noted by Ashton, the coinage was issued fairly regularly, with 
occasional spikes in production that correlate to either construction work (e.g. the building of the Colossus) or military necessity. As a primary 
trading center in the Mediterranean, it is not surprising that the bulk of the coinage of Rhodes appears to have been used for regular state 
expenditure, such as maintaining its fleet, paying mercenaries, making contributions to the Nesiotic League (revived by Rhodes circa 200 BC), 
paying state officials, and maintaining a system that cared for its needy citizens (Ashton, pp. 96-7). The massive amount of coinage struck by 
Rhodes is evidenced by the adoption of the Rhodian weight standard by many other cities in the Hellenistic period, as well as the large amounts 
of Rhodian coins found in hoards today.

Although this 
coin does not have an inscription, it’s subsidiary symbols, diskeles and kerykeion, are found on a stater with these types that also has the mint 
name of Tlos inscribed on its reverse (SNG von Aulock 4194). Other issues bearing the name of Tlos also feature a diskeles (SNG von Aulock 
4185-6 and 4188), so assignment to the mint of Tlos is certain. N. Vismara (Monetazione arcaica della Lycia. I. Il dinasta Wekhssere I (Milan, 
1989], pp. 106-8) places these diskeles issues contemporary with the reign of Vekhssere I, but even the Tlos-inscribed issues do not bear the 
name of a dynast, and the hoard evidence is less than convincing.

This Attic-weight pentadrachm is from a large, multidenominational series of gold and silver coins in the name of Berenike featuring a veiled 
and draped female bust right on the obverse and a cornucopia bound with a fillet on the reverse. Depending on the issue, either stars or the 
pileioi of the Dioskouroi flank the cornucopia. The coins of this series raise a number of important numismatic and historical questions: what 
mint issued them, upon which weight standard were they struck, which Berenike does the series commemorate, and for what purpose were 
the coins issued? 


Circa 310 BC, the Ptolemies reduced the weight of their tetradrachms from the Attic standard 17.2 grams to about 15.7 grams, and then, 
circa 290 BC, to 14.4-14.2 grams. This “Ptolemaic standard” allowed for the new coinage to conform to the already-existent Phoenician 
standard in the region. This Ptolemaic/Phoenician standard remained in use until the first century BC. The coins of the Berenike series, 
however, present a possible anomaly in this system, as the series apparently comprises denominations struck on both the Ptolemaic (large silver 
pentakaidekadrachms) and Attic (all other gold and smaller silver) standards. The series also conflicts with the traditional view that mints used 
only a single standard for any particular series. The answer to this problem lies in the historical context of the issue. 


The series has traditionally been attributed to Berenike II, the daughter of Magas of Kyrene and wife of Ptolemy III Euergetes. In his book, 
Ptolemaic Coins: An Introduction for Collectors (Toronto: Kirk & Bentley, 1995), Hazard has proposed instead that it honored Berenike Syra, 
the sister of Ptolemy III and widow of the Seleukid king, Antiochos II Theos. Hazard argued (pp. 4-5) that the coins were struck in Syria 
from locally-acquired silver — no mention is made of the source for the gold — to pay the Ptolemaic army deployed there to press the claim of 
Berenike’s child to the Seleukid throne, though the two had been murdered in the interim, and that, as pay, these coins were carried back to 
Egypt by the soldiers. The use of the long-discontinued Attic standard, he argued, implies a provincial mint rather than Alexandreia. While 
Hazard’s placement of the series in an historical context is plausible, he assumed the entire series was struck on the Attic standard, which had 
been the traditional view since Svoronos’ time, so he does not address the question of the two standards. 


A passage from Polyainos (8.50) provides a possible explanation. According to him, Ptolemy III continued to suppress the news regarding 
the death of his sister and his nephew — going so far as to forge letters in her name — until he had gained the nominal support of governors in 
the border territories of the Seleukid Empire — areas as far west as the Tarsos and as far east as the Euphrates. As funds would be required to 
consolidate their support, the Attic weight Berenike gold denominations would make perfect sense, since some of these areas still employed 
that weight standard, and gold would be a perfect diplomatic medium. The coinage struck on the Ptolemaic/Phoenician standard then, would 
have been meant for payment to those Ptolemaic forces or allies in the Levant, where such a weight system was already in place. Thus, it is 
possible that the concurrent issues of two different weight standards could have been struck at the Alexandreia mint. Given the city’s size 
and central importance in the Ptolemaic Empire, the mint there could have easily handled the task. If such coins were struck at cities under 
Ptolemaic control in the Levant, however, the mints there could have easily produced fine style dies to rival Alexandreia’s craftsmen. Whether 
the image represented is Berenike II or Berenike Syra is irrelevant, as the iconography and epigraphy could be interpreted to relate to both 
equally. Both weight standards served the same purpose — promoting the imperial designs of Ptolemy III against the Seleukid Empire in the 
Third Syrian War (246-241 BC).

The presence of Kybele/Tyche on a coin this far east and at this time is unprecedented. This particular coin was reportedly unearthed in the 
region of ancient Baktria; a transfer from the West cannot be ruled out, although no similar coins can be found there either. Stylistically, the 
eagle is consistent with the Sophytes coinage, as is general fabric of the flan. A possible explanation for the appearance of Kybele/Tyche on a 
Baktrian coin of this period may be the numerous cities founded during Alexander the Great’s eastern campaigns. These cities were populated 
with both soldiers and citizens who had accompanied Alexander; many of them came from Asia Minor, where a number of cities were using 
similar Kybele/Tyche types at the same time (for example, Mytilene in Lesbos, Plakia in Mysia, and Nagidos in Cilicia). After Alexander’s 
death, many of his new cities, especially those along the Sogdian borderlands, were attacked and razed by the indigenous tribes. In this context 
of strife, the appearance of a Western city goddess and protectoress would not be unusual.

The gold issues of Vima Kadphises are the first struck by the Kushans in that metal and reflect their new, wide-ranging economic power. 
By the early second century AD, Kushan control of the Silk Road, and the immense wealth its control provided, enabled the Kushans to 
strike quantities of impressive coin types which emphasized their new-found importance. The coronation of Vima Kadphises, the first truly 
independent Kushan ruler, allowed for the opportunity to issue a large number of gold dinars, as well as multiples and fractions. While the 
weight standard was based on the Roman aureus, the imagery on these issues represents a synthesis of Hellenistic and Central Asian cultures. 
Adopting Greco-Roman models, the king’s portrait displays a confident realism, and, although his costume may reflect the style of the Parthian 
court, it nevertheless possesses an underlying forcefulness which is distinctly Kushan, revealing an earlier nomadic ethnic identity. His power 
as independent ruler was emphasized by the inclusion of weapons as adjuncts: the mace-scepter, the sword, and the spear, symbols of his new 
ability to coerce and pacify. The presence of the club of Herakles, an already-familiar hero throughout Central Asia, not only gave the king a 
Greco-Roman, and, consequently, more cosmopolitan association, but also implied that he was a Herakles redivivus, a mortal able to achieve 
mythical tasks. Such divine association is carried further with Vima’s depiction above the clouds. While it might be interpreted as his wish to be 
viewed a god, being associated with gods, or his elevation over other men, the inclusion of such imagery may, in fact, indicate a special status 
unattainable by others. The presence of the flame at Vima’s shoulders, a manifestation of kavaem khvareno (the Iranian concept of royal good 
fortune), reflects the status and power bestowed on a worthy ruler by the gods as a talisman of his lawful reign and sureity of his success. The 
depiction of Vima’s left hand being covered, a Parthian convention, symbolizing subjection to a higher power, namely Siva, who is depicted 
on his coinage, further suggests that the Kushan king saw himself as that god’s functionary to rule over his newly-won resources and territory.

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The William B. Warden, Jr. Collection of Sasanian Coinage

coinage. A well-respected and admired dealer-numismatist for over four decades until his death 
in 2000, Bill was a man passionately devoted to all the coinage of Central Asia and one who 
generously offered his expertise and advice to those also interested in that same area — be they a 
scholar, dealer, of collector. An active member (and sometimes officer) of most of the professional 
numismatic and archaeological organizations, he was a Life Fellow of the American Numismatic 
_ Society and chair of its Committee on Islamic Coins, a fellow of the Royal Numismatic Society, 
North American Secretary of the Oriental Numismatic Society, and a life member of the American 
Numismatic Association. He was also a member of the Archaeological Institute of America, the 
British Institute for Persian Studies, and the Society for Ancient Numismatics. Bill also served as a 
board member of the New York International Numismatic Convention (NYINC), chairing its annual 
Educational Forum. 


This collection consists of silver and billon coinage representing all of the Sasanian kings from 
ArdaxS8ir (Ardashir) I to Yazdgird (Yazdgard) IJ. While the majority of the types in the collection 
are silver drachms, the collection also includes a silver hemidrachm, billon tetradrachm, and 
bronze unit of ArdaxSir (Ardashir) I, as well as examples illustrated in the Sylloge Nummorum 
Sasanidarum. This collection also offers an extremely rare drachm of Azarmig-duxt (Azarmidokht), 
who succeeded her sister, Boran, as queen regnant, and a rare SK (Sakastan) mint last-year drachm 
of Yazdgird (Yazdgard) III. Particular attention was paid to obtaining examples of high aesthetic 
quality and from rarer mints.

Beginning in 611 AD (RY 21), a series of special issue silver drachms and gold dinars were struck on behalf of Husrav (Khosrau) I and were 
probably intended as special issue those who helped to support and expand the empire. The drachms show a crowned bust of the king right 
on the obverse and a facing portrait of Anahit on the reverse. The dinars were of two types. Those of RY 21 show a crowned bust of the king 
right on the obverse and a facing portrait of Anahit on the reverse. Those beginning in RY 33, however, featured a crowned facing portrait of 
the king on the obverse and the king standing facing on the reverse. The reverse legends of both the silver and gold issues proclaim {9D9¢U 
DsSQU £USO\N (may Iran expand). This was certainly true during the early years of Husrav’s reign, when the Sasanians had conquered much 
of the Levant, going so far as to occupy Armenia, as well as the cities of Damascus, Jerusalem, and Alexandria. 


By AD 6272, the tide had begun, making that wish a more hollow one. That year, the Byzantine emperor, Heraclius, had pushed the Sasanians 
out of Armenia and made his way as far as the ancient Achaemenid town of Ganzhak, sacking the town and destroying the fire temple there. 
Over the next several years (and decades), the Sasanians would continue to receive military setbacks, precipitating the loss of much of their 
empire. This was particularly true in relation to the Muslims, who expanded out of the Hijaz and into the imperial void left by continued 
war between the Sasanians and Byzantines. According to legend, at the same time that the Byzantines were driving the Sasanians back from 
Armenia, Husrav received a letter from Muhammad, asking the king to preach Islam. Violently rejecting this (which included the tearing-up of 
the letter), Husrav is said to have sent men to capture Muhammad, who, when he heard of this plot is said to have replied, “may his kingdom 
tear apart,” predicting as well that the king would be murdered by his son. Prophetically all of this came to pass: Husrav was indeed murdered 
by his son, Kavad (Kavadh) II, and the ensuing dynastic civil war did weaken Sasanian power, which resulted in its fall to the Muslims in AD 
651.

Because of the loss of his power and prestige due to the victories of the Byzantine emperor Heraclius, in AD 628, Husrav (Khosrau) II (and 
eighteen of his sons) was assassinated by his son and successor, Kavad (Kvadh) IT. Over the next few months, Kavad attempted to initiate peace 
negotiations with the Byzantine emperor, but the Sasanian king’s death only a few months into the new reign precipitated a period of civil war. 
Kavad’s son and co-ruler, the seven-year-old ArdaxSir (Ardashir) III, was killed by the Husrav’s former general, Shahrbaraz, but he too was 
soon removed. This vacancy on the throne was filled by two daughters of Husrav II, each of whom ruled for about a year, whether on their 
own, or as possible regents for Husrav (Khosrau) III. The first, Boran, attempted to restore stability to the Sasanian empire by making peace 
with the Byzantines, reducing taxation, and revitalizing the governmental infrastructure, including restoring a general sense of justice. All of 
these moves did little to restore the power of the central government. Her sister and successor, Azarmig-duxt (Azarmidokht), reigned for only 
a few months. According to the ninth-century Persian historian, al-Tabari, the general Farrokh sought her hand in marriage (and, thus, a link 
to the throne), but she had him murdered. In retaliation, Farrokh’s son, thought to be Rostam Farrokhzad, had her blinded and subsequently 
killed after she was captured at Ctesiphon.

Reverse Iconography Examined: Mercury or Apollo?

Prideaux (cf. Triton XIII, lot 642) takes exception to the usual interpretation of this reverse. First, this male figure cannot be Mercury, as the 
lyre would have been depicted as the one he invented - with a tortoise shell. In addition, he should be wearing either his winged petasus or his 
winged sandals, or would have a caduceus nearby. These symbols were canonical and easy to engrave. Second, the object described by many 
as a petasus is a shield seen at a 3/4 angle (cf. RIC I 250 where the shield is leaning against a column). On some specimens of this type, it is 
possible to see that the object is decorated. Warriors used to carry shields slung on their back after the battle, which for this issue would have 
implied Actium. 


The lyre is the key: as it is not one with a tortoise shell, it is therefore a standard variety. This type of lyre is commonly depicted on coins with 
Apollo, who must be the deity depicted here, with his shield put aside and playing the lyre on Actium’s rock. This type matches perfectly all 
the other types of its group (RIC I 250-263): Octavian (the winner), Venus (for Caesar), Apollo (for Actium), Neptune (for the naval victory), 
Victory, Triumph, and Pax. That was a well balanced propaganda program! This theory would probably require a downdating for some of these 
issues to just after Actium, rather than just before.

The REN(atus), or “reborn”, serves two purposes. The term was used to describe those initiated into the Eleusinian mysteries, who were born 
again into eternity (“aeternum renatus”’), and here we find Hadrian fittingly holding the grain ears of Ceres and Prosperine. There is also a clear 
intent to link himself with Rome’s first emperor, as aptly described by Harold Mattingly (BMCRE p. clxi): “Hadrian, ever anxious to appear 
to his subjects as a ‘Néoc Yefaotds’, a second Augustus come to earth, finds in their common experience of initiation a suitable expression 
of that spiritual kinship.”

Gaius (Caligula) was the youngest son of Germanicus and Agrippina Senior. At the young age of 25 Caligula became emperor, due to the 
deaths of many of his family members, who would have assumed that position. He had little to commend him except the principle of dynastic 
loyalty. Thus, many of his coin issues focus on a dynastic theme. Foremost in importance he wanted people to take notice of his family 
relationship with his great-grandfather, Augustus, founder of the Roman Empire. The portrait of Divus Augustus was so well known among 
the Roman people that it was needless to name him on the reverse of this coin. His divinity is emphasized by the stars and the radiate crown.

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The Roman Empire and Britannia 


Beginning during the latter imperatorial period during the campaigns of Julius Caesar, Roman interest and influence in Britannia grew 
throughout the next three centuries. Many emperors were personally involved in campaigns, which were often commemorated on their 
respective coinages. 


During the reign of Claudius, Verica, king of the Atrebates and ally of Rome, was forced into exile by invasions of the Catuvellauni, a 
neighboring tribe to the east. This served as the pretense for Claudius’ invasion of Britannia in AD 43, led by the general Aulus Plautius, who 
subsequently served as governor of the region (the future emperor Vespasian also ranked among the commanders). While Claudius had some 
participation in the campaigns—bringing reinforcements and elephants to Camulodunum—and received a triumph after his return to Rome, he 
refused the title Britannicus. The success of these invasions was commemorated on various issues. One, an issue of aurei (lot 646), depicts the 
two triumphal arches erected by the Roman Senate—one in Gaul and the other in Rome—in honor of these momentous victories. So momentous 
was the successful establishment of Roman rule in Britain that Claudius celebrated it even on a provincial issue from the far eastern mint in 
Cappadocia (lot 650). 


The next emperor to directly commemorate Roman rule in Britain was Hadrian, who, between the years AD 119 and 136, traveled throughout 
the Roman Empire, visiting various provinces to take stock of his inheritance and calm the disquiet which had arisen in the later years of 
Trajan’s reign. The first tour was specifically designed to shore-up Rome’s northern borders. Hadrian first visited the provinces of Gaul and 
Germania, then crossed the Channel to Britannia where, during his stay, construction began on a seventy-three-mile long wall across the north 
of the province, known to this day as Hadrian’s Wall. All of the provinces he visited were commemorated on various issues of coinage, and in 
multiple denominations. An as for his stay in Britannia was among the first of these (lot 713). 


Under Antoninus Pius, revolts in Britannia were again a focus of the emperor’s concerns, as one of Pius’ first actions was to send Q. Lollius 
Urbicus, a previous governor of Germania Inferior, to Britain to quell a number of revolts. While most of the sources note the Brigantes 
(located in Northumbria) as the primary focus of these events, circa AD 143-144, most of his campaigning was against the lowland tribes 
of Scotland—the Votadini, Selgovae, Damnonii, and Novantae. His campaigns were successfully completed by AD 144, after which Urbicus 
and the Legio IT Augusta built the Antonine Wall. These victories were commemorated on issues of sestertii and asses (lots 724 and 726, 
respectively). 


The Severan period saw numerous motifs celebrating Roman campaigning in Britannia. As can be seen on six of the denarii below (lots 
752, 753, 754, 759, 760, and 765), Septimius Severus’ last military campaign against the Caledionians on the northern border of Britain was 
decisive in its role on Roman coinage, with Severus himself dying at his campaign headquarters at York in February AD 211. Among those 
who accompanied him on the campaign were his wife, Julia Domna, and his two quarrelsome sons, Caracalla and Geta, who also figured 
prominently in this series of British victory coinage. 


After a hiatus of related types for nearly the remainder of the third century AD, Britannia-themed iconography returned for a final time during 
the brief Romano-British empire of Carausius and Allectus. Isolated from the expanse of the eastern and western branches of the Roman 
empire, Britannia was seized by one of her generals, Caruasius, who was succeeded by one of his own generals, Allectus. Their coins were 
the first issues to be struck at an official Roman mint in Britain, and some issues had reverse types that were local in character. For instance, 
a very small number of Carausius’ issues (such as the one below, lot 817) feature the emperor clasping hands with Britannia, here at long 
last represented as the personification of the homeland rather than as a foreign possession. Following the death of Allectus and Britannia’s 
reunification with the Roman empire, the number of locally inspired motifs ended entirely. Nonetheless, the mint at Londinium (London) that 
was established under Carausius was maintained, and fulfilled the need for coinage in Britannia and the west during the first quarter of the 
fourth century AD.

It is tempting to identify this figure as a young Nero as the bust in some respects recalls Nero’s second portrait type from circa AD 54. The 
hairstyle and prominent ears, however, were common features of male Julio-Claudian portraiture. The original function of the bust is equally 
uncertain, but the unworked back of the head and concave curvature on the back of the chest with traces of original solder tell us that the bust 
was attached to a convex surface and that only the front and sides of the head were visible. In any case, it was likely accompanied by images 
of other members of the imperial family.

This reverse type commemorates the protection of Nero from the Pisonian Conspiracy. Events of the years AD 64-65 defined the subsequent 
reputation of Nero as a cruel and self-indulgent ruler. In AD 64, a large section of central Rome burned; Nero’s reputed singing of the 
destruction of Troy during the fire led to the later association of him “fiddling” as the city burned. Within the charred remains of the city’s 
center, Nero constructed the Domus Aurea, or Golden House, so named because of the gilded tiles on its exterior. Nero’s “excesses” resulted in 
a conspiracy to overthrow and replace him with Gaius Calpurnius Piso. Among the conspirators were many high-ranking members of Nero’s 
court including Seneca the Younger, the poet Lucan, and Petronius, who called himself Nero’s “arbiter of elegance.” To Nero, the failure of a 
conspiracy made up of those so close to him could have been achieved only through divine intervention. As the king of the gods oversaw the 
security of the Roman state, Nero believed it was Jupiter the Guardian (Custos) who had saved him from harm.

Because Nerva had less that enthusiastic support from the army, he adopted the general Trajan, who 
was widely accepted by the army. Upon the death of Nerva on 25 January AD 98, Trajan naturally ascended to the throne. The reverse type 
Libertas Publica conveys the message that with the reign of Nerva the empire is now free from the tyranny of the previous ruler, Domitian.

Domitian’s assassination in AD 96 placed the elderly senator Nerva on the throne. He took an interest in the well-being of the populace and 
instituted a number of popular reforms: he released those imprisoned for treason, banned future prosecutions for treason, granted amnesty to 
many whom Domitian had exiled, restored much confiscated property, and involved the Roman Senate in his rule. His mild ways and refusal to 
execute the murderers of Domitian caused some disaffection within the military, among whom Domitian had enjoyed considerable popularity. 
This reverse type reflects Nerva’s recognition that he needed to placate the army and navy, whose support he eventually gained by adopting 
Trajan.

The bridge on the reverse of this coin has been generally thought to be that constructed across the Danube by Trajan’s architect, Apollodorus 
of Damascus, in AD 104. There is good circumstantial evidence for this. The date range for this coin’s issue is closely contemporary with the 
date of the bridge’s construction, and would fit in well programmatically with those war-related issues of the same time frame. The statuary 
displayed along the roof line of the attic of the arches situated at either end of the structure — one of which is clearly a trophy — suggests 
that these arches are triumphal in nature and that the bridge should be associated with some war-related construction. There is no literary or 
epigraphic evidence describing the construction or restoration of another bridge during Trajan’s reign. The only plausible structure is the bridge 
across the Danube. 


Based on the tenuous assumption that all architectural types on Roman sestertii must depict structures located within the civic boundaries of 
Rome, Philip V. Hill (The Monuments of Ancient Rome as Coin Types [London, 1989], pp. 105-6) posited a possible alternative attribution, 
that the bridge may be the ancient wooden Pons Sublicius. Built by Ancus Marcius, the fourth king of Rome, it was the first bridge to span the 
Tiber, connecting the city environs with the region of Janiculum. It was also the site of the heroic defensive stand of Horatius Cocles against the 
invading Etruscan army of Lars Porsena around 506/5 BC. Hill based his attribution largely on the dissimilarity in the depiction of the coin’s 
bridge with that of the bridge on the Column of Trajan, a fact which, Hill states, “alone is sufficient to cast doubt upon it.” Such a dissimilarity, 
however, can be reasonably explained by the fact that the construction of Trajan’s Column and its decoration was not completed until AD 113 
— long after this coin was issued — and, since Apollodorus of Damascus was the architect of both Trajan’s Forum (including the Column) and 
the bridge across the Danube, the more-accurate rendition of the bridge on the Column would have been the result of the architect’s own input. 


Strack (Untersuchungen zur r6mischen Reichsprdgung des zweiten Jahrhunderts. Teil 2: Die Reichsprdgung zur Zeit des Traian [Stuttgart, 
1931], p. 129) argued for the Danube bridge: it was not meant to be an exact representation of the actual structure, but it was contrived so as to 
provide an overall general impression of the structure, or to emphasize specific prominent features. Strack noted that Trajan’s sestertius issue 
with the Circus Maximus on the reverse was oriented in such a way as to emphasize those features of the complex which the emperor had 
restored, rather than to provide a strict representation of the Circus itself. Mattingly, who, prior to the publication of Strack’s findings, initially 
entertained the possibility that the bridge depicted was the Pons Sublicius (RIC II, p. 239), completely reversed his view a decade later when, 
now armed with Strack’s evidence, he stated categorically (BMCRE p. ci) that the bridge “can hardly be anything but the great bridge over 
the Danube near Dobretae.” 


Hill’s evidence for maintaining Mattingly’s abandoned theory that the bridge might be the Pons Sublicius is tenuous at best. First, he chose 
to ignore Strack’s argument regarding the attribution to the Danube bridge, even though Mattingly does note it in his own discussion in 
BMCRE — something of which Hill should have been aware, especially since he does point out Mattingly’s change of opinion. Hill suggests his 
awareness of Strack’s views about the orientation of the Circus Maximus on Trajan’s coins concludes that it was done “undoubtedly to show 
its monuments more clearly,” and that such a practice was not that unusual in other media, as well. If the engraver of the Circus Maximus was 
allowed to exercise a certain amount of artistic license in his depiction, then why couldn’t the engraver of the bridge do the same? 


To support his own attribution of the bridge as the Pons Sublicius, Hill also cites a portion of his correspondence with Lino Rossi, an important 
scholar of Trajan’s Column. In an article in the 1968 issue of Antiquaries Journal (p. 42), Rossi fancifully mused that while the coin was struck 
in celebration of the building of the Danube bridge, the depiction was “probably reminiscent of the famous Pons Sublicius, thus linking the 
work of Trajan with ancient tradition.” Ironically, though, Rossi (like Strack) discounted the argument of the dissimilarity of the bridge on 
the coin to the depiction of the bridge on the Column, noting a mosaic at Ostia that represented the twenty-spanned bridge across the Rhéne 
at Arelate, depicted with only one span. Hill also undercuts his own argument by noting that even the depiction of the bridge on the Column 
is not exact in its proportions, but is a “simplified representation” (p. 106). In light of the contradictory evidence, Hill’s main arguments, that 
the bridge on the coin is not an exact representation of the Danube bridge and does not resemble the depiction on Trajan’s Column, collapse. 


Historical evidence also contradicts the suggstion that the bridge is the Pons Sublicius. Being a wooden bridge built on wooden pilings, the 
Pons Sublicius was frequently damaged or swept away when the Tiber flooded. As noted by Hill (pp. 105-6), the bridge was always rebuilt 
by the Romans as a matter of religious practice (cf. Pliny the Elder, NH 36.23.100). Considering the bridge’s ancient origin, built during 
Rome’s initial civic expansion beyond its original seven hills, as well as the religious requirements regarding its reconstruction or rebuilding, 
it would seem highly unlikely that triumphal arches with war-related statuary would have ever been included. Likewise, the frequent nature 
of this religiously significant rebuilding, especially with its association with the heroism of Horatius Cocles, would certainly have been 
commemorated by other emperors, as such an event would have provided the emperor an opportunity to promote his pietas. Only two other 
issues in the Imperial series are known to depict a bridge. One, a sestertius of Septimius Severus dated to AD 208, depicts a bridge of a style 
similar to that on Trajan’s, but with highly decorated, triple-bayed triumphal arches on either end. It must not have been a restoration or 
rebuilding of the Pons Sublicius, and Hill does not attempt to link it to that bridge, instead associating it with the Milvian Bridge. The other 
issue depicting a bridge was struck in Constantinople on the dedication of that city in AD 330. Although there is no legend on the reverse, the 
obverse type of Roma suggests the bridge depicted was the Milvian Bridge, an appropriate type in a Constantinian commemorative issue. That 
no other imperial issue, in any denomination, is known to commemorate the restoration of the Pons Sublicius, something one would expect 
considering its susceptibility to frequent damage, one must conclude that Hill’s argument should be rejected, and that the bridge is none other 
than that constructed across the Danube.

Desirous to favor the Italian people after the ravages of the civil wars, Trajan was especially nurturing toward the youth, many of whom were 
destitute and impoverished. At the expense of the state, these children were raised and, in some cases, adopted by the emperor himself. It was 
these acts to which the reverse of this type alludes, with the concept of ALIMenta ITALiae, the nourishment and resources provided to Italy, 
represented by the personification of Abundantia (or Annona) along with the emperor.

Parthian interference in Armenia prompted Trajan to declare war against their king, Osroes I, in 114 AD. He quickly re-established Roman 
control of Armenia, forced the submission of Osrhoene, and in 116 AD took Mesopotamia by defeating Osroes I. Rather than pursuing the 
Parthians into Iran, Trajan set up a pro-Roman Parthian “buffer state” in Mesopotamia under a puppet-king appointed by Trajan, Parthamaspates. 
This Victory type is one of many from this period of Trajan’s coinage that commemorates these exploits in the East.

This impressive and rare As was struck during the long series commemorating Hadrian’s travels around the empire. Between the years AD 
119 and 136, the emperor traveled throughout the Roman Empire, visiting various provinces to take stock of his inheritance and calm the 
disquiet which had arisen in the later years of Trajan’s reign. His travels can be divided into two major episodes, and this coin was struck in 
commemoration of the first of these. This tour was designed to shore-up Rome’s northern borders and began sometime around AD 119 when 
Hadrian first visited the provinces of Gaul and Germania Inferior and Superior. The emperor then crossed the Channel to Britannia where, 
during his stay, construction began on a seventy-three-mile long wall across the north of the province, known to this day as Hadrian’s Wall. In 
AD 122-123, Hadrian spent time in Hispania, then travelled east to Asia Minor. The remainder of this first tour was spent in the Balkans and 
Greece, touring such areas as Dacia and Achaea, before returning to Rome, via Sicily, in AD 126.

There is some debate as to whether or not the BRITANNIA asses of Antoninus Pius were struck in the Roman province of Britannia itself. 
In the 45th edition, 2010 of Standard Catalogue of British Coins, p. 68, 646 note, we read “Many specimens of this type...have been found 
in significant quantities on Romano-British sites, notably in Coventina’s Well at Carrawburgh fort on Hadrian’s Wall, raising the interesting 
possibility that they may have been issued from a temporary mint in Britain. The style of the engraving is quite regular, indicating that even if 
locally produced these coins would have been struck from normal Roman dies brought to Britain especially for this purpose.”

Celebrating victories in Britain, this coin depicts Fortuna Redux, holding the rudder, which she uses to guide the world, and cornucopia, 
symbol of plenty. Goddess of fortune, Fortuna Redux is also the “Bringer-back,’ who brings Commodus back safely from his journeys. 
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The Tumultuous AD 193 


If AD 69 is known as “The Year of the Four Emperors,” then AD 193 should be called “The Year of the Five Emperors.” On 31 December AD 
192, the maniacal emperor Commodus was assassinated. The plotters appear to have predesignated the aged Helvetius Pertinax as Commodus’ 
successor, a decision that was likely influenced by two prominent Romans: Claudius Pompeianus, a patron of Pertinax and second husband 
of Lucilla, and Flavius Sulpicianus, an ex-consul who was Pertinax’s father-in-law. Pertinax had followed a long and winding path to the 
imperial throne. His father was a former slave who upon freedom became a successful wool merchant. With his wealth, he was able to have 
his son educated and Pertinax became a grammaticus. In AD 161, he left his teaching position, opting instead for a military career and greater 
pay. Once there, he quickly distinguished himself and was rapidly promoted from commander of a cohort to military tribune, then to consul, 
and eventually to proconsul in several provinces, including Upper and Lower Moesia, Dacia, Syria, Britain and Africa. During his tenure in 
the army and as proconsul he acquired a reputation for probity and severity, which lead on occasion to mutinies, one of which almost cost 
him his life. In AD 189, Commodus appointed him urban prefect of Rome, and from this position he was offered the throne upon the death of 
Commodus on 31 December AD 192. Unfortunately, the strict measures Pertinax instituted to reform the government and military antagonized 
important factions, and the emperor was assassinated by disgruntled Praetorians on 28 March AD 193, after a reign of only 87 days. 


After the death of Pertinax, it was clear that there was no clear successor to the throne. Two prominent Romans, the aforementioned Flavius 
Sulpicianus, and Didius Julianus, a senator and perhaps the wealthiest man in Rome, approached the Praetorians and made a bid for their 
support as the new emperor. Legend has it that the Praetorians compelled the two men to make competing bids in an auction-for-empire. While 
it was conventional for new emperors to distribute a sum of cash to the Praetorians upon their assent to the throne, such bidding for power 
was an affront to conservative Romans. Julianus made the higher offer, and was given the support of the Praetorians, who presented him to a 
Senate that was obliged to confirm his accession. At the same time, the new emperor’s wife, Manlia Scantilla, and daughter, Didia Clara, were 
given the rank of Augusta. Clara was then given in marriage to Cornelius Repentinus, who was presumably Julianus’ candidate for successor. 


The reaction to the situation in Rome precipitated the acclamation of three provincial governors by their troops, each to the throne: Clodius 
Albinus, governor of Britain; Septimius Severus, governor of Upper Pannonia; and Pescennius Niger, governor of Syria. Severus was the 
closest of all three, and a little more than two months after Julianus’ elevation, marched on Rome at the head of his legions. In light of Sverus’ 
imminent arrival, on | June AD 193, the Praetorians quickly shifted their allegiance and murdered Julianus. When the new emperor took 
possession of the capital he granted an interview to Scantilla and Clara, and agreed to their request that the remains of the late emperor should 
be deposited in his family tomb. Both were stripped of their imperial rank and Clara lost her inheritance. They retired into private life and 
nothing further is known of them. 


Before his arrival in Rome, Severus had already begun preparing to deal with Albinus and Niger. He offered Albinus the rank of Caesar and 
heir to the throne should Albinus join him. Sensing his own tenuous position, Albinus prudently threw his support behind the much-stronger 
Severus by accepting the latter’s offer, and the two shared the consulship in AD 194. Once Severus secured his position in Rome, he deployed 
an army east to deal with Niger. A series of battles ensued between the two, but each one slowly eroded Niger’s legions and support. Eventually, 
faced with certain defeat, Niger attempted to secretly flee to Parthia, but his plan failed, and he was captured and executed along with his entire 
family. 


The alliance between Severus and Albinus was short-lived. In AD 196, while Severus was away in the east fighting Pescinnius Niger, he 
learned of Albinus’ proclamation of himself as emperor. Severus responded by declaring Albinus a public enemy, and, in turn, appointed 
his eight-year-old son, Caracalla, to the rank of Caesar. Rallying his troops in Britain to begin a march on Rome, Albinus and his army were 
stalled in Gaul. A battle between Albinus and Severus occurred near Lugdunum (Lyon) on 19 February AD 197. After making initial gains, 
Albinus’ army was routed, and he committed suicide when he became trapped in a house near the Rhéne. Now, Septimius Severus became 
sole emperor of Rome.

This very rare and important aureus is one of only four recorded gold types in the extensive ‘legionary’ series issued by Severus at the very 
outset of his reign. According to Dio Cassius (XLVI, 46, 7) he paid an accession donative of 250 denarii (ten aurei) per man and in all likelihood 
the legionary coinage was specially struck for this purpose. Legio XIV Gemina Martia Victrix received special honors from the new emperor 
as he had been the commander of this unit at the time of his elevation to imperial status. Originally formed by Octavian, this legion had 
participated in the invasion and conquest of Britain under Claudius and had gained its additional epithet of Martia Victrix for the vital role 
which it played in the defeat of the Icenian revolt led by Boudicca in AD 60.

The model for this reverse type is the famed marble Farnese Hercules statue that was discovered in the excavations of the Baths of Caracalla in 
1546. It stood for over 200 years in the Palazzo Farnese in Rome, from whence it gained its name, and was moved to Naples in 1787, where it 
is now displayed in the Museo Archeologico Nazionale. The statue is thought to be an enlarged copy sculpted in the early 3rd century AD by 
Glykon based on an original by Lysippos dating to the 4th century BC. The statue depicts Hercules at rest after completing his Labors: he is 
shown standing with his club, draped in the skin of the Nemean Lion, set upright on a rock, propped under his left arm supporting the weight 
of his muscular frame, his head slightly nodding forward in a weary attitude, and he holds the apples of the Hesperides behind his back in his 
right hand.

Following his defeat of Maxentius in AD 312, Constantine I was not only consolidating his position as emperor of the western portion of the 
Roman Empire, but also preparing to deal with his eastern imperial rival, Licinius I. Moving north from from Arelate in AD 313, Constantine 
campaigned along the Rhine frontier until the autumn of AD 314, when he wintered in his capital at Trier to celebrate his victories and await 
his anticipated decennalia. Thus, the more immediate reference marked by this reverse was to the emperor’s success against omnium gentium 
(i.e. barbarum). Eusebius (Laus Constantini 1X), while using this same phrase in praising the emperor, applied the term in a broader context. 
No longer did the omnium gentium apply only to those Germanic tribes against whom Constantine had been fighting - now the implied concept 
of barbarum could be extended to include those “enemies of the state” (hostium) who sought to undermine the social, political, or religious 
structure and harmony of the empire.

In AD 326, the imperial family underwent a crisis with the deaths of the heir-apparent, Crispus, and Constantine’s complicit wife, Fausta. 
Now, not only did a new dynastic arrangement need to be implemented, but a period of contrition followed. Not only were the remaining three 
(Christian) sons elevated to receive the empire jointly, but also the emperor’s mother, Helena, went on a pilgrimage to the Holy Land, in part 
to expiate the sins of the imperial household and during which journey, she discovered a number of important holy relics, including the True 
Cross, which she brought back to Constantinople. Now, with the difficulties of the previous heir replaced by the three new co-heirs and the 
bringing of holy relics to the new capital, the hope was to to bring about a new capital untainted by the faults of the old.

The reverse legend, CLARITAS AVGVSTORVM, is a relatively rare legend among the Imperial coinage. Its first appearance was on a gold 
stater of Postumus struck at Trier, which read, CLARITAS AVG around the jugate busts of Sol and Postumus. The next appearance of this 
legend was on an issue of antoniniani of Constantius I as Caesar, dated to the beginning of the first Tetrarchy. The legend in that issue must refer 
to the creation of the Tetrarchy, and it is likely that the same message of the claritas of the augusti that heralded the elevation of Constantius I 
and Galerius, is echoed here on an issue firmly dated to the elevation of Constantine II, Crispus, and Licinius I as the Caesars of Constantine I 
and Licinius I--the creation of a new dynastic system a la the Tetrarchy. It is interesting that all instances of this legend are confined to the mint 
at Trier, which suggests its message was colloquial in relation to the areas in which the coinage of that mint circulated.

Of all of the ambitious sons of Constantine I, Constantius II was the most ambitious. Appointed Caesar shortly after the defeat at Chrysopolis 
in AD 324, he spent the remaining years of his father’s reign campaigning with his brother Constantine IT in Gaul. Returning to Constantinople 
shortly before his father’s tricennalia, he was present at his father’s death and may have orchestrated the purge of the relatives of Theodora 
shortly thereafter. As emperor, Constantius II was engaged in a renewed war against Persia during the vicennalia celebrations. During this same 
period, his brother, Constans, had successfully campaigned both in Britain and in the upper Danube, so that, as the senior emperor of the two, 
Constantius II enjoyed the good fortune of victory on all fronts heralding the commemoration of this long reign.

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Majorian came from an illustrious Italian family and was considered a possible successor to the throne after the death of Valentinian III in 
455. With the deposition of Avitus in October 456, Majorian and Ricimer were the de facto rulers of the West, and Majorian was proclaimed 
emperor by the army on | April 457. Just as Avitus had not been accepted in Italy, Majorian was not accepted in Gaul, and he successfully led 
military campaigns in 458/9 to quell any threat of revolt from that quarter. He did not have such luck in Spain, however, as in 460/1 his two 
naval expeditions against Gaiseric met with disaster. In the meantime, he also had aroused the suspicions of Ricimer, and after Majorian’s 
return to Rome on 2 August 461 he was seized, and beheaded five days later. 


All of Majorian’s coins are scarce, if not rare. The bronze issues were struck at Mediolanum (Milan), Ravenna, and Rome, and the Milan issue 
is exceptional for the fact that the mint was not a moneta publica - this type and an uncertain specimen of Nepos being the only bronze it is 
known to have issued. In the absence of the mint-mark, a situation which is frequently encountered on the fifth-century aes coinage due to the 
small flan size and crude workmanship, often one must depend totally on style for mint attribution. In the case of Majorian’s Milan issue this 
becomes quite easy as the style is distinctive, most noticeably in the bulbous facial features and long neck.

Very Rare Jerusalem Follis — A City Besieged

A very rare issue consisting of only a handful of known examples, the Jerusalem mint folles of Heraclius represent the sole Byzantine coinage 
bearing a mintmark indicative of that holy city. Extant in two reverse varieties (bearing the mintmarks IEPOCOe and XCNIKA), the obverse 
depicts a hybrid bust type, clearly copied from the earlier Antiochene folles of Phocas, but with the crown of Maurice Tiberius. Both varieties 
being dated to Heraclius’ fourth regnal year points toward a production somewhere between late September 613 and early October 614. The 
bellicose environment surrounding Jerusalem, however, points toward a more specific timeframe — namely during the seige of the city by the 
Persians who ultimately caused its fall sometime in May 614 after a seige of about one month. The chronology of the two reverse types can 
be seen from a growing die flaw in an obverse die used for both types, therefore placing the IEPOCOe mintmark — emblematic of the city of 
origin — before the XCNIKA — conveying the besieged celator’s last minute hopes of a deliverance from their Lord: X(QLOTO)c Nixa (Christ 
conquers). As the city, along with the whole of Egypt, was doomed to fall into the hands of the Persians, the plea initially went unanswered. 
During the second half of 629, however, the Byzantine military under Heraclius was able to force a Persian withdrawal from Egypt and 
Jerusalem, and ultimately returned the Holy Cross on 21 March 630, effectively answering the prayers of 16 years prior. For more information

Claudia, from the influential Medici family, moved to Austria and married Archduke Leopold V in 1626. The two sovereigns founded a sideline 
of the Habsburg dynasty that ruled over the prosperous Alpine duchy of Further Austria. Their base was at Innsbruck, capital of the silver-rich 
county of Tirol, not far from the Hall mint where this coin was produced. Leopold and Claudia’s two sons, Ferdinand Karl and Sigismund 
Franz, ruled the duchy until 1665, when Holy Roman Emperor Leopold I incorporated it into his own holdings after the death of Sigismund.

This early and historically important taler was struck in Bohemia by the noble Schlick family, which received the rank of imperial counts in 
1437 from Holy Roman Emperor Sigismund. The source of the Schlicks’ wealth was silver mines found in their Bohemian estates, which 
allowed them to produce the earliest taler coins. In fact, the name of the denomination “taler” is taken from the valley, Joachimstal, where the 
silver was mined. 


Although the counts of Schlick enjoyed wealth in the early 16th century, their fortune was not to remain. The family had an unstable relationship 
with the Austrian Habsburgs, frequently supporting their Bohemian brethren in uprisings against the emperor. In 1620, at the outset of the 
Thirty Years War, many members of the Schlick family were stripped of their titles and estates after supporting Frederick the Winter King in 
his fight against Holy Roman Emperor Ferdinand II.

Previously known to most collectors as the “Shanghai Municipal Council Tael,’ this enigmatic piece was actually an early attempt at a universal 
national coinage for use throughout China. Neither struck in or on behalf of Shanghai, the patterns were in fact struck on account of the Central 
Government at Peking. At that time, Shanghai possessed no modern minting facilities. Conversely, Hong Kong recently opened her own mint, 
much too large for the production of her coinage alone. For these two reasons, mint officials in Hong Kong were commissioned to design and 
strike these pieces set to the standard of the Shanghai tael. The first design proposed by the mint displayed the image of Queen Victoria — a 
controversial choice just seven years removed from China’s defeat by the British in the Second Opium War and a proposal flatly rejected by 
the Chinese authorities. A second design featured further Anglo iconography (though somewhat less overt) in the form of the British crown, 
coat-of-arms, and Collar of the Garter on both the obverse and the reverse. Within the Collar on the reverse, however, was an impressively 
designed imperial dragon — a forerunner to the dragon motif used during the latter part of the 19th and into the early 20th centuries. This 
design was rejected as well, possibly on account of the aforementioned British overtones, or perhaps because China was simply not interested 
in a silver coinage. In either event, specimens were produced both with and without rays surrounding Collar on the reverse, with very few of 
each type surviving. As such, for its rarity, craftsmanship, and historical background, this exceptional pattern serves as a centerpiece to any 
comprehensive and impressive collection.

A curious piece part of a group of gold issues struck in denominations of 25 and 50 tael, this fantasy medal, along with the rest of its series, 
have possessed a mysterious origin for nearly a century. Clearly not a part of the regular Chinese imperial coinage, these pieces feature a 
similar obverse with legends indicating that they were made during the reign of T’ung-Chih, though craftsmanship would point toward a 
later production date. One of the 50 tael pieces bears the cyclical date of 1869, while also an indication of a 50th anniversary (X-M455). 
Accordingly, a date of manufacture around 1919 is much more likely. The reason for their production is believed to have been for private use 
among merchants in Shanghai, though their precise attribution and purpose remains unknown. 


Equally as curious, however, is the iconography of the series—of which this piece is an excellent example. The obverse features two intricate 
dragons in pursuit of a fireball, as well as a combination of legends in English and Hanzi. The issue is back-dated to the reign of T’ung-Chih 
not only in reference to the tenth regnal year of his nidnhdo (era name), but also in reference to the cyclical year xinwéi (corresponding to AD 
1871). The reverse is anepigraphic, and features a sixteen-armed bodhisattva representing the Tantric deity Mahakala, seated upon a couch 
of lotus flowers and holding a variety of implements within its hands. Two more intricate dragons surround the deity, again in pursuit of a 
fireball. The precise meaning of Mahakala on this issue, as well as others within the series, is uncertain. Within Tantric Buddhism, Mahakala is 
considered to be the manifestation of AvalokiteSvara, and is seen as a protective deity present at the entrances of many Buddhist monasteries.

The internal trade of silver—in varying forms—and of bronze cash coins had proven to be sufficient for transactions in China for over two 
millennia. The arrival of the twentieth century and the rise of a western presence in the far east, however, brought with it a new problem as 
foreign debts required settlement in gold, a metal rarely used economically in China’s past. Nearly 40 years removed from her initial attempt at 
a unified silver currency, China proposed the striking of one-tael pieces—and its fractions—in gold on an experimental basis. As the rate between 
gold and silver at the time were 1:32, a gold issue in the size and style of its silver counterpart was obviously unfit for circulation, its intrinsic 
value being over 30 times that of its denomination. Nevertheless, they represent an important attempt at a foray into a gold standard, a system 
on which China has never placed herself. 


These pieces represent two of the rarer issues struck during this attempt, artistic marvels presenting an obverse with a crisp, clear calligraphic 
script, and a reverse with a large, impressive imperial dragon. The dragon motif on these two patterns is especially emblematic as a dynastic 
symbol, as it serves as a de facto bookend to the Ch’ing dynasty and imperial China as a whole, both ceasing under Kuang-Hsii’s nephew and 
successor, Hstian-T’ung (Puyi), and ushering in the Republic of China.

Augsburg’s coinage vividly records changes in the city’s leadership during the Thirty Years’ War. This taler was minted in the name of 
Gustavus Adolphus, the Swedish king who occupied the predominantly Protestant city beginning in 1632. Only a few years after this coin was 
produced, the Habsburgs recaptured Augsburg, and the city resumed producing coins in the name of the Holy Roman Emperor.

Maximilian, Duke of Bavaria, was instrumental in helping the Holy Roman Empire defeat Frederick V, Count Palatine of the Rhine, during 
the outbreak of the Thirty Years’ War. For his services, Maximilian was elevated to the status of an imperial elector in 1623, thus positioning 
him as one of the most powerful princes in the Empire. Bavaria’s new status as an electorship reflected the growth of the duchy as a major 
military power that would continue to play an active role in European affairs. This impressive “Madonnentaler” was minted four years after 
Maximilian took his new title.

Ferdinand HI took power after his father’s death in 1637. He was faced with the daunting task of making peace with the various participants of 
the Thirty Years’ War in a bid to end the incredibly costly conflict. To gain allies among the Protestant German princes, Ferdinand gave them 
the authority to conduct their own foreign policy in 1644. This political concession reduced the influence of the Emperor and was a boon to 
the power of the German states. This taler was produced by Johann Georg II just after Ferdinand’s death. It commemorates the Emperor who 
brokered peace with Saxony and helped pacify the German princes during an extremely turbulent period.

Johann Friedrich, the Protestant elector of Saxony, was an important figure in the religious wars of the 16th century. Not only was he a personal 
friend of Martin Luther, but the elector also made sweeping reforms in his lands in support of the Protestant cause. In 1546, Joahnn Friedrich 
became embroiled in the Schmalkaldic War against Catholic Holy Roman Emperor Karl V. For the elector, the outcome was not good: he was 
defeated by Karl V at the Battle of Miihlberg in 1547 and imprisoned. When his cousin Maurice attacked Karl V in 1552, he was released and 
restored to power as a duke of Saxony. This coin was struck in the year of his release, just two years before his death.

Before his death, Elector Johann Georg I decided to give secondary portions of his territory to his three youngest sons, August, Christian, and 
Moritz, while the eldest son, Johann Georg IT, would receive the main part of the territory. The four sons met in 1657 to decide how to partition 
the land. One of the duchies carved out of the deceased elector’s lands was Sachsen-Zeitz, which was given to Moritz. As the first duke of 
Sachsen-Zeitz, Moritz built a palace for (and named after) himself and commemorated the event on this rare taler.

Fasli is a chronological system devised by the Mughal emperor Akbar for land revenue purposes in northern India, for which the Muslim lunar 
calendar was inconvenient. Fasli (“harvest”) is derived from the Arabic term for “division,” which in India was applied to the groupings of the 
seasons. The Era was introduced into the Maratha Region in 1637-1638. To convert the Fasli year to the Christian it is necessary to add 590 
(e.g. Fasli year 1166 + 590 = A.D. 1756). This rare coin must have been issued after Mirta was handed over, in accordance with the treaty of 
Nagore of 2nd February 1756, to Bijay Singh. Until then Mirta had, from the 17 September 1754, been occupied by the Marathas. This is the 
second known specimen of this coin so far.

Beginning in 1499, Louis XII seized control of Milan, ousting the ruling Sforzas. In 1508, under the leadership of Pope Julius II, the French 
joined with the Holy Roman Empire and Spain in the League of Cambrai against Venice. Because of the League’s inability to follow up their 
successes and the Pope’s growing distrust of the French, the alliance soon fell apart. The Holy League was formed in 1510, an alliance of 
the Pope, Spain, the Holy Roman Empire, and England against Louis XII. The stunning French victory under Gaston de Foix at Ravenna in 
1512 was quickly overshadowed by his death during that battle. At the same time, the Swiss invasion of Milan compelled Louis to withdraw 
completely from his Italian interests.

Born in Castel del Rio in the province of Bologna, Francesco Alidosi was the third son of Giovanni Alidosi, signore of that town. In 1494, 
Francesco accompanied Cardinal Giuliano della Rovere (the future Pope Julius II) on a diplomatic mission to France, an event which created 
a lasting bond between the two men, including Alidosi’s appointment as della Roviere’s secretary and right hand man. Created cardinal in 
1505, Alidosi served as Cardinal Legate of Bologna and Romagna, 1508-1509. He is more famous as the intermediary between Julius IT and 
Michelangelo. In 1506, he signed the contract comissioning the artist to paint the ceiling of the Sistine Chapel. He also served as Cardinal 
protector of England (1509-1510), though his fulfillment of that post was less than stellar. A patron of the arts, Alidosi counted Desiderius 
Erasmus as a protege. A portait of Alidosi was painted by Raphael.

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Androcles and the Lion

Described in popular tradition as a slave in the Roman Empire during the first century AD, Androcles allegedly sought shelter in a cave 
inhabited by a wounded lion. After removing a thorn from the ailing lion’s foot, the lion recovered and became tame toward Androcles. Years 
later, when he returned to civilization, Androcles was captured and imprisoned as a fugitive slave and sent to the Circus Maximus to be publicly 
devoured by wild animals. The animal which Androcles encountered, however, was his befriended lion and, upon recognizing him, the lion 
crouched down and spared him. As a result, Androcles was pardoned and freed along with his lion. The tale survived throughout antiquity, with 
minor details being changed, but the overall message of the tale remained.

In the middle of the 17th century, Venice, like other nations in Europe, faced the growing threat of Turkish expansion from the East. In its 
role as a major naval power in the Aegean Sea, Venice was on the front lines of this threat. Complicating matters, however, was the ongoing 
struggle among Western nations for control of northern Italy. France, Spain, and the Habsburgs, among others, aggressively intervened in a 
series of Italian succession disputes, which saw the creation and dissolution of numerous alliances among the powers. This meant that Venice 
had to contend not only with the Turks, but also with protecting its interests within Italy’s turbulent political climate. This beautiful osella 
commemorates the donation of aid from the Western nations to Venice during a brief period of peace, which allowed Venice to attempt to 
recapture some of its lost territory from the Turks.

This coin, with its rendition of the patron saints of the city, represents the first issue of talers from Ziirich. According to tradition, Felix and 
Regula, along with their servant Exuperantius, were Christians executed in Ziirich in AD 286. After they were boiled in oil and forced to 
drink molten lead, the trio still refused to renounce their faith. Their executioner then cut off their heads, after which the three picked up the 
decapitated heads, walked forty paces, and knelt in prayer. Only then did they die. Two churches in Ziirich were later built to commemorate the 
saints. The Wasserkirche was built over the site of their execution, while the Grossmiinster lies on the site of their graves.

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The Patrick Tan Collection of Spain and Her New World Colonies 


Yet another collection formed by Patrick Tan, Classical Numismatic Group is proud to offer this stunning array of 8 Reales, known universally 
as ‘Pillar Dollars.’ This collection consists of some of the earlier Spanish issues displaying the original nature of the pillar designs, while 
mostly focusing on the new world issues of the ‘milled columnario’ type. The variety of mints, dates, and assayers presents a wonderful 
opportunity for both starting one’s collection or filling in the missing rarities. All of the following lots are from the Patrick H.C. Tan Collection 
except for 1460, 1462, and 1463. 


The Legacy and Allure of the ‘Pillar Dollar’ 


An iconic design that linked worlds both old and new as well as time periods both ancient and modern, the pillar coinage utilized by Spain 
and her territorial possessions in the west has enticed collectors for over a century. Emanating from Greek legend, the Pillars of Hercules 
were located on either side of the Straits of Gibraltar — the gateway to the Atlantic Ocean from the Mediterranean Sea. Moving forward 
chronologically, these ‘pillars’ became associated not with the ancient connection between the old world and new, but rather a more medieval 
connection, with the newly discovered and still relatively unexplored Americas serving as one of the two pillars. At that time, some of the 
coinage and medals of Holy Roman Emperor Charles V (Charles I of Spain) began using this iconography, further establishing the land claims 
in the new world which were held by the old. An additional motif was added in the form of a ribbon draped around the two pillars and inscribed 
with the Latin motto PLVS VLTRA, meaning ‘further beyond.’ Thus, the garlanded pillars became emblematic of Spanish coinage both at home 
and abroad, as the design was used at the colonial mints of Santo Domingo and Mexico City as early as the first quarter of the sixteenth century. 


Following the artistic and iconographic evolution of this design was the increased skill and accuracy in the field of cartography, as map making 
became greatly important in the age of exploration. Though still seemingly crude by modern standards, the maps created in the late seventeenth 
and early eighteenth centuries were invaluable and eventually found their way into the pillar coinage as well. This marriage of types was 
formally presented in a stunning work of artistry and craftsmanship by Francisco Hernandez Escudero with a pattern 8 Reales struck at Mexico 
City in 1732. The obverse featured the ageless motif consisting of the Spanish coat-of-arms surmounted by a royal crown. Across the field 
was the assayer’s initial and the mark of value in reales. The surrounding legend conveyed the monarch, as well as this royal title - PHILLIP 
V D(EI) G(RATIA) HISPANUIARVM) ET IND(IARVM) REX: Philip V, by the grace of God, King of Spain and India. The reverse, however, 
featured the iconic symbolism which has captivated so many: the elegant pillars, each surmounted by a crown and the garlanded inscription 
PLVS VLTRA on either side of the western and eastern hemispheres — set as two, yet joined as one — and all under a royal crown, furthering 
the expanse of Spain’s rule. Around and above is the legend VTRAQVE VNV\M, signifying that ‘[the monarch had made them] both one,’ and 
below, the date with the colonial mintmark to either side. 


The delicate balance of elegance and simplicity allowed the design to be rendered throughout the range of denominations, from 8 Reales all 
the way down to the half. The universality of it also allowed for its circulation to spread far beyond the colonial mints and territories at and for 
which they were minted. These pillars became standard currency all throughout the emerging markets in Asia, and served as a de facto coinage 
in North America, even after the Revolutionary War and United States’ independence from Great Britain. Though her own federal currency 
began production in 1793, the Spanish colonial 8 Reales and subsequent minors were traded on par with the US dollar up to the Mint Act of 
1857, long after Spain had lost her grip upon the very colonies which had produced these pieces. As such, the pillar coinage has enjoyed a 
collector base from many different spheres, budgets, and interests.

Following their colonization of many parts of the new world in the early sixteenth century, Spain realized the difficulty in the administration 
of these colonies, thereby creating the need for a system of viceroyalties in which the territories could be governened locally, yet still under 
the authority of the crown. The first of these two major divisions, the Virreinato de Nuevo Espafia (Viceroyalty of New Spain) was created 
after the defeat of the Aztec Empire in 1521, and, at its height, included present-day Mexico and Central America, as well as the majority of 
western America. The second, the Virreinato del Pert’ (Viceroyalty of Peru) followed shortly thereafter with the defeat of the Inca Empire in 
1542 and, similarly, at its height, included most of present-day South America. These viceroyalties continued to grow during the next two 
centuries, both in terms of population and economic wealth for the mother country, which served as an increasing disconnect between the 
crown and her possessions. This, along with growing tensions with neighboring European powers, led to the Bourbon reforms of the eighteenth 
century, which saw the creation of two smaller viceroyalties from what originally comprised of Peru. New Spain, though neither fractured 
nor downsized, also became further separated from the crown. After the French Revolution and the even closer Revolution in the American 
colonies, nationalism became an important focal point for the vast territorial holdings of Spain and, during the first quarter of the nineteenth 
century, various uprisings and rebellions caused these connections to come to an end, resulting in a host of newly independent nations in the 
western hemisphere and serving as one additional step in the movement of independence and ushering out colonialism along with it.

Apollonia Prepares for War

Around 610 BC, Ionian Greeks from Miletos established an important outpost on the western Black Sea coast. Originally called Antheia, 
and located on a natural peninsula and three nearby islands, the city quickly became a prosperous trading post by exporting copper, honey, 
grain, and timber, while importing wine, salt, textiles, and pottery for resale to the inland Thracians. The city’s key trading partners at the time 
included fellow-commercial centers Miletos, Athens, Lesbos, Chios, and Rhodes. 


Prosperity soon enabled Antheia to expand and develop as an important cultural metropolis. A temple to Apollo was constructed within the city 
in the late 5th century BC. For 500 talents, it commissioned the Greek sculptor Kalamis (of Boeotia) to cast a 13 ton, 10 meter high, bronze 
statue of Apollo for the new temple (Strabo VII.6.1). So popular was this temple of Apollo, that the city was now renamed Apollonia in its 
honor. In 72 BC, during his war against the Thracian Bessi, the proconsul of Macedon, Marcus Terentius Varro Lucullus (cos. 73 BC), sacked 
the city and had the statue transported to Rome, where it was displayed on the Capitol (Pliny, VH XXXIV.18; Strabo VII.6.1). 


The 5th and 4th century BC coinage of Apollonia Pontika reflects that city’s origins: commercial wealth and maritime power. The gorgon was 
a popular apotropaic device, seen as warding off evil; thus a number of ancient Greek cities adopted it as a coin design. The anchor and the 
crayfish attest to the city’s reliance on maritime commerce for its economy, and the anchor depicted on these coins is actually one of the first 
anchors of modern design rendered in Greek art. 


In 342/1 BC, Philip II attacked and conquered Apollonia as well as other towns in Thrace, thereby incorporating these areas into the Macedonian 
realm. The famous Gorgon/Anchor silver drachms of Apollonia were struck in the period preceding this event, when the city needed to produce 
coinage to finance its defense against the impending Macedonian invasion. Philip’s conquest brought a close to the city’s autonomous silver 
coinage, as no issue subsequent to these was ever minted. 


By the 4th century AD, the town once again underwent a change of name. Now known as Sozopolis (“The City of Salvation’), reflecting 
the inhabitants’ early acceptance of Christianity, its proximity to the Byzantine capital at Constantinople secured a long period of peace and 
prosperity. In 1328, Byzantine emperor John VI Kantakouzenos spoke of Sozopolis as a large and populous town (Historiae 1.326). The city 
was one of the last in the region to fall to Ottoman domination, submitting in April 1453, just before the fall of Constantinople. Today the city, 
now known as Sozopol, is a thriving seaside resort in Bulgaria.

More than three decades have passed since David Sear published Greek Coins & Their Values, his revision of Gilbert 
Askew’s A Catalogue of Greek Coins published by B. A. Seaby in 1951. Since then, the field of ancient numismatics and the 
hobby of collecting ancient coins have changed so much that now Greek Coins & Their Values would require a complete 
revision to include all of the most current numismatic information available, list the many new types and varieties unknown to 
Sear, and determine an approximate sense of rarity for all of these issues. In order to encompass this new material and create 
a viable reference for the beginning and specialized collector, such a handbook would have to be more than the two volumes, 
which Sear found necessary. As a result, Classical Numismatic Group is publishing The Handbook of Greek Coinage, writ- 
ten by Oliver D. Hoover, in a series of 13 volumes, each covering a specified area of Greek coinage. Completion of the series 
is expected within six years. 


This series is designed to aid the user in the quick, accurate, and relatively painless identification of Greek coins, while provid- 
ing a cross-reference for each entry to a major work, which will allow the inquirer to pursue more in-depth research on the 
subject. The subject-matter of each volume is arranged chronologically for royal issues, and regionally for the civic issues; 
within each region, cities are listed directionally, depending on the region. For those rulers or cities that issued coins concur- 
rently in all three metals, these issues will be arranged in the catalog with gold first, followed by silver, and then bronze; each 
metal is arranged by denomination, largest to smallest. Known mints for the royal coinage are listed below the appropriate type, 
making an easy search for a specific mint. Each entry includes a rarity rating based on the frequency with which they appear in 
publications, public and private collections, the market, and/or are estimated to exist in public or private hands. No valuations 
are listed in the printed book, since such values are generally out of date by the time of publication. A web-based valuation 
guide, updated periodically, will allow users to gauge the market and reduce the need for repeated updates of this series.
